The Royal Canadian Navy in 1963 welcomed some 
important additions in ships, aircraft and equipment which 
will greatly enhance the operational effectiveness and anti- 
submarine capabilities of the fleet. Top left: HMCS Provider, 
commissioned September 28, is the largest ship ever built in 
Canada for the RCN. This 22,000-ton fleet replenishment ship 
will serve as an on-stafion source of fuel, ammunition and 
stores for warships at sea, thereby extending their operational 
range and endurance. Bottom left: HMCS Saskatchewan was 
one of three Mackenzie class destroyer escorts to enter service 
in 1963. The others Were the Yukon and Qu'Appelle. Com- 
missioned in February at Esquimalt, B.C., the Saskatchewan 
in less than eight months made two transits of the Panama 
Canal and four Atlantic crossings, carried out a special mission 
off Haiti and took part in a major NATO exercise.

Value of 1963 cattle sales in 
| Calgary dropped $14,500,000 com- 
|pared with the previous year, 
\John Leask, assistant district 
supervisor of the federal depart- 
ment of agriculture, livestock di- 
vision, said in his annual report. 

Stockyard sales and shipments 
direct to packing houses during 
the year totalled $83,727,000 while 
the total in 1962 was $98,304,000, 

“While the dollar value was 
down, the cattle are still avail 
able,’ he said, “farmers and 
ranchers have just held them 
back.” 

Although prices were down, bet 
ter quality animals kept the aver- 
age price per head close to the 
1962 level. 

“The average per head value of

Prairies lead the way

» History is strewn with exomples of civili- 
zations which destroyed themselves because 
they failed to manage and perpetuate their 
water supplies. Water pollution in some areas 
of Canada is a warning that we are dojng a 
poor job in this respect. This coupled with 
the awareness that the growth of our popula- 
tion and the increase in our industrializdtion 
will make gr@ater demands on our water 
resources, is giving rise to an agitation for the 
adoption of more intelligent and farsighted 
weter management policies.” 

Only a few weeks ago, the Royal Bank 
monthly letter in a review of the situation, 
called on the governments of Canada to work 
together to protect our water resources. 

About the time the letter was coming off 
the presses, representatives of the three prairie 
governments and the federal gevernment 
gathered in Regina on the invitation of Pre- 
mier Lloyd to consider this problem insofar 
as it relates to the three prairie provinces. 

The conference took the forward step of 


deciding to launch a comprehensive study of © 


the prairie water resourdes as a prelude to 
their integrated development and utilization. 
A ministerial committee under the chairman- 
ship of H. E. Strom, Alberta’s minister of 


—egriculture, shortly will work out the details 


of the study, including the terms of reference. 
Its decisions will be submitted to the three 
provincial governments and the federal gov- 
‘ernment, In due course the study will be 
commenced. 

In deciding upon this step, the prairie 
provinces have won the distinction of giving 
leadership to all of Canada on this matter 
of vital importance. 

The study will take at least five years. to 

ae 


complete and cost a million dollars, and 
perhaps more. It will include an inventory of 
usable water resources, present and future, in 
the. Saskatchewan-Nelson watershed, Poten- 
tialities for extended storage in the spring 
runoff periods to conserve water which now 


is available in the basin will be investigated. . 


Finally, the feasibility of diversions from other 
basins will be studied.

When the study is complete it should 
provide directions for the best possible use 


of the resqurces in the Saskatchewan-Nelson . 


basin, those now available and those which 
could be made available by extended storage 
facilities and diversions within the basin. — 


This in itself should postpone the need 
of seeking additional water supplies from 
other basins. Eventually, however, the flow in 
iM Saskatchewan rivers will have to be 
increased by importing water if the southern 
portions of Alberta and Saskatchewan and 
southwestern Manitoba are to support concen- 
trated populations and greatly ipcreased 
industrialization. 

The sound is to follow the procedure 
being adopted to assess future needs as well 
as present and potential supplies. 

Much of the credit for the farsighted 
approach goes to the Prairie Provinces Water 
Board, now headed by M. J. Fitzgerald, 
director of the Prairie Farm Rehabilitation 
Administration. Since 1956 the board has been 
pressing for a thorough investigation of the 
Saskatchewan-Nelson watershed to permit the

Indian conditions

It has taken a long time for the white 
man to fully realize the misery that has been 
and still is found on most Indian Reservations. 
A few years ago conditions were generally 
worse than they are today, but even today 
they are-bad enough to upset our complacency. 

On Boxing Day, when most of us were 
recovering from the tyrkey stuffing of Christ- 
mas, two Saskatchewan MLA's ventured into 
the wilderness of the Loon Lake Indian 
reserve. They are reported to have found five 
children suffering from malnutrition, In other 
words, they were literally starving to death. 

The Christmas period seemed an improper 
time to uncover such ugliness. After all Sas- 
katchewan was celebrating the best year in 
her history. Her grain bins were full, and her 
oil wells were gushing profits at the highest 
rate in her history. Her people were flocking 
to liquor stores and beverage rooms. Her 
churches and schools were boasting new addi- 
tions. Weren't.we all fat and prosperous? . 

Buried deep in the forests of the north 
country, and in some sandhills of the prairies, 
were Indian families living as their ancestors 
had lived generations before. Some, it, was 
true, had joined the national stream and“have 


and are marking an important contribution 
to their nation. 

It is also true that many Indian children 
were being integrated into the province's 
public school system. This was a big step for- 
ward and one which has proven that Indian 
children given equal opportunity have the 
ability to become equal citizens. It is oppor- 
tunity which Indian people lack. 

Gradually the eyes of the whiteman are 
being opened, There is a suggestion now that 
provincial governments should take over many 
of the duties of administering Indian Affairs. 
We support the suggestion, and yet we realize 
that many Indian leaders will be fearful of 
such change. 

The Indians’ future rests in the hands of 
the new generation, the young Indian people 
who have attended our schools and universi- 
ties and who more correctly can measure the 
part their people should play in our nation. 
May be a gradual progress, but as their under- 
standing grows, as ours grew, so will their 
contribution to our nation’s progress. 

In the meantime, there should be no 
need for anyone In Saskatchewan to starve, 
Where there is a will there is a way.

As far as I can judge, the 
policing of the new sliding rule 
so far this season seems spotty, 
at best. | 

Two thoughts’ crossed the 
minds of most of us when it 
was announced that the regula- 
tion would be effective Septem- 
ber, 1963. 

Will it be enforced, and who 
will be the enforcers? I 

After all, the legislators have 
been -hard at work along these 
lines for years now, but gen- 
erally their enactments have 
been short of teeth, 

In its latest simplified form, 
it seems almost certain that the 
rule (the slider must come to 
a full stop before he reaches 
the nearest hog-line) will be en- 
forced at the Brier itself ... 
and presumably in the provin- 
cial playdowns leading to the 
national finals, 

But, short of posting the new 
rule on the club notice boards, 
not too much attention has gen- 
erally been given it... which 
is pretty well an old story. 

I've talked to -members of 
the Alberta Curling Association 
off the cuff, and the impression 
I got was that the umpires as- 
signed. for the major events 
would not be calling infractions 
on \their own. They would act 
only when a violation is called 
t6 their attention by one of the 
competing curlers. " 
But I expect that other as- 
sociations will inform their um- 
pires that they are completely 
responsible for the removal of 
the offending stones, without 
consultation with the players. 

I would think that either sys- 
tem would work out satisfac- 
torily enough, but I have a 
word of caution for this idea of 
placing the umpire in complete 
charge. 

He will have undertaken a 
duty not unlike a hockey refe- 
ree calling a close offside. He 
must interpret the rule correct- 
ly in all respects . .. both in 
coming to a complete stop. and 
seeing to it that none of the 
curler’s body touches or crosses 
the hog-line, 

He must make his decision 
instantly, and have the courage 
to catry out his conviction, 

Unless he is of highest umpir- 
ing calibre and in complete 
charge, fiascos would result. 
Suppose a team is called on a 
violation, and a rock, drasti- 
cally effecting the outcome of 
a game, is removed. Then the

Too many nutrients in a ration 
may work against body weight 

gains. 

Poultry nutrionist BE, D. Walter 
of the CDA’s Lethbridge Research 
Station offers this reminder to 
broiler producers following .a test 
on calclum-phosphorus ratios 
diet. ; 

Broiler production being the 
competitive industry it is, and in- 
volving the volume it does, small 
differences in the growth rate and 
feed efficiency of the birds be- 
come very important, Walter 
points out. Testing for the cal- 
cium and phosphorus requirements 
of two strains of meat-type birds 
it was found that a slight excess 
of the former or a slight deficl- 
ency of the latter, in relation to 
dietary needs, reduced weight,’ 
gains and efficiency of feed utill- 
zation. 

The experiment showed that In 
formulating diets it is necessary 
‘to avoid excess nutrients. They 
add to ration costs while defeat. 
ing the purpose of scientific feed- 
ing for economic production. A 
harrow calcium to phosphorus 
ratio was shown to be desirable 
in the tests and levels of .63 to .8 
percent of the two ingredients re~ 
sulted in maximum growth.

Yonng Henri Ricnard of Mon- 
treal is an exception. If you 
watch, you'll find he practically 
has his hands together. Yet he 
ean get a shot away very ac- 
curately and very fast, which 
is. contrary to the rule. 

The positions of the hands on 
the stick varies with, the lie of 
the stick. They vary from N. 
4 to 7, the lie determining the 
angle of the stick to the blade. 

In my case, I have a very 
high lie so I am standing prac- 
“tically right over the top of the 
stick.

Therefore they take a lot of flick 
shots, or wrist shots, which 
come with the hands a little 
closer together. 

For the most part, you should 
have both hands on the stick. 
There are times when you 'can- 
not.

However, when you're trying 
to poke check or sweep check 
you'll use ‘one hand because of 
the longer reach, That's why & 
young fellow should work to 
strengthen both his hands, In 
my case, because I’m fortunate 
enough to be ambidexterous, I 
throw the stick from side to 
aide on @ither hand to give me 
the longer. reach.

DIRECT - DISTANCE - DIALING 
TELEPHONY'S MIRACLE CHILD! 


“] wonder, Do you?” 


G. K, Chesterton posed this 
question in an egsay which de- 
cried man’s lack of wonder at 
the remarkable events taking 
place in the natural, and in the 
scientific world, 


With all due respect to Ches- 
terton, the wondrous age in 
which we live, now many light 
years beyond that happy Eng- 
lishman, has gone far beyond 
mere man’s capacity for wofider. 
Beyond a certain point, there 
isn't much use wondering: about 
anything. 

These thoughts came to mind 
recently at a press conference 
in which Saskatchewan Govern- 
ment Telephone Engineer John 
Funk gave newsmen a pre-natal 
look at telephony’s latest) off- 
spring--Direct Distance Dialing 
"DDD" for short. 

“DDD” is offspring of the 
miracle type, something we've 
come to expect as being normal 
where telephony is concerned. 

This “miracle baby” is the 
latest and best in the long line 
of telephone’s marvelous pro- 
geny. It makes long distance 
dialing, station to station, as 
easy as placing a call to the 
neighbor across the street. 

On January 12 it arrived for 
Regina telephone users and also 
for subscribers in the Southern 
Saskatchewan communities of 
Balearres, Fort Qu’Appelle, 
Grenfell, Indian Head, Lums- 
den, Qu’Appelle, Regina Beach, 
Rouleau and Wolseley. 

Within the next two to three 
years the service will be ex- 
tended to other centres as fol- 
ows: Saskatoon — mid - 1964; 
Moose Jaw— early 1965; Swift 
Current — mid-1965; Yorkton- 


Melville—late 1965; Prince Al- 


bert—early 1966; North Battle- 
ford—late 1966, and Weyburn- 
Estevan—early 1967. , 

Preparatory to introducing 
“DDD” service, the contingent 
was divided into call areas each 
with a three-digit number (Sas- 
katchewan's area call number, 
ia 306). 

Mr. Funk explained that sev- 
eral provinces have a number of 
these calling areas while in other 
cased, whole provinces depend 
largely upon population and 
number of telephones served. 

No two telephones within a 
single calling area have the same 
number,. which is why many 
areas have had their telephone 
number patterns changed to con- 
sist of seven characters, Special 
equipment .and arrangements 
link local telephones into a na- 
tional “DDD” network. 

Use of the new service ta quite 
simple—-lift the receiver, listen 
to the dial tone, then dial “1”, 
the access number or code for 
Regina that connects you to the 
“DDD” equipment, (Customers 
dialing from Community Dial 
Offices dial “112"), Becondly, 
when calling a city outside your 
home ‘calling’ area, dial the 
area code number eg. Alberta is 
£03, Manitoba ila. 204. 

If the city the customer ts 
calling from has number fdentl- 
fication equipment, as in Regina,

his number will be identified 
automatically. If the customer is 
calling from a small town or & 
rural or multi-party line tele- 
phone, he will hear a beep beep 
tone at the end of dialing-~and 
will then give his telephone num- 
ber to the operator who has mo- 
mentarily cut into the call. 


The automatic equipment put 
to use in “DDD” beggars de- 
scription; it includes such things 
as cross bad switches, senders, 
markers, master-timers, check- 
backs and teleperforators, and, 
oh yes, a computer that totes 
up the long-distance bill when a 
call is completed. While it took 
Mr, Funk over an hour to trace 
the travels of a telephone call 
through this maze of equipment 
(some vital wiring is so bunched 
that it's known in the trade as 
“spaghetti’), this latest tele- 
phonic marvel puts 4 call 
through the works in less than 
two seconds, 


All this won't mean the end 
of the telephone operator. Mr. 
Funk was careful to point out 
that “DDD” calls are to be used 
only for station-to-station calls. 
The telephone customer will con- 
tinue to place person-to-person, 
pay station, credit card and col- 
lect calls through the long dis- 
tance operator. 

In fact, increased use of tele- 
phone service by an increasing 
number of customers, particu- 
larly in North America, forced 
the pace of change in the indus- 
try. Introduction of automatic 
equipment was essential if the 
telephone companies were to 
continue to keep up with de- 
mands for service, Officials are 
quick to point out that if they 
relied on manual equipment to 
maintain service at the levels 
necessary, every working woman 
would be drawn into the tele- 
phone operator's trade. 

Mr, Funk mentioned such sea- 
sons as Christmas and Easter 
when exchange operators have, 
in the past, been literally flooded 
with calls, Automatic “DDD” 
equipment increases the capa- 
city for these calls, (This talk 
of jammed switchboards and 
floods of calla comes as nothing 
new. to the non-telephone people 
who long ago concluded that 
Canadians generally were the 
most telephone-talkingest in the 
world, } 

Circuits can still be jammed. 
When that happens, a customer 
dialing into “DDD” will bet a 
dusy signal—he'll get it until 
the lines are cleared. : 

There's something else. Even 
at ite wondrous best, “DDD” ts 
not, as yet, geared to do every~ 
thing—the telephone user has & 
role to play. 

Mr. Funk suggested that tele- 
phone users develop “good dial- 
ing habits”. He explained for 
example that if a customer 
should begin dialing a call and 
suddenly forget the number he's 
dialing, “DDD” for all ite skill, 
will automatically cancel. the 
eall, and the customer will have 
to place hia call again.

“A list of numbers used most 
often by customers might be a 
handy thing to have on the tele- 
phone table,” he said, “With the 
number directly in front of him, 
the customer won't forget and 
his call will be completed quite 
easily.” : 

There is also the matter. of 
the remaining two-letter five- 
numeral sequences versus the 
seven-number sequences brought 
to the fore by “DDD.” 


Teleph me users have, like 
ev@tyone else, their own special 
tradition, An important one 
among them is the two-letter 
désignations for telephone ex- 
changes, There are already sev- 
eral anti-number societies in the 
United States, set to do battle 
with those who are pro-number. 


Mr, Funk advised that despite 
protests, the all-numeral desig- 
nations are part and parcel of 
the “DDD” service. He says that 
telephone customers should 
begin using all-numera dialing 
as soon as possible. Thus, when 
the two-letter designations dis- 
appear, as they ultimately must, 
seven-number dialing will have 
become habit, 


Wrong numbers are another 
bugaboo. If the customer dials 
a wrong number under “D ‘ 
he should: try to find out what 
city and what telephone num- 
ber he has reached. In any 
case he should hang up and im- 
mediately report the informa- 
tion to the operator, The opera- 
tor will take steps to see that 
the customer is not charged. 

In this connection, however, 
Mr, Funk further suggests that 
the list of often-dialed numbers 
by the telephone can be invalu- 
able as a “DDD dictionary”, pro- 
viding the customer with the cor- 
rect number from the first and 
avoiding those seconds of delay 
and inconvenience which the 
wrong number may cause, even 
under “DDD”, 

When “DDD” arrived in 
Regina it enabled SGT cus- 
tomers to dial directly to many 
communities in North America. 
*However, that isn’t the end of 
the story, Eventually, customers 
will be able to dia) directly any 
and every community on the con- 
tinent—the whole continent one 
vast telephone exchange. 

Even then, there's more. Re- 
search workers in major labora- 
tories are already working on 
problems of telecommunication 
with Europe. The time may not 
be too far distant when SGT 
customers will be able to dial di- 
rect to Paria or London, Berlin 
or Vienna, Rome or Viadivo- 
atock, 

These thoughts return ua to 
Chesterton's words on wonder, 
If his shade should appear be- 
fore me an dask me if 1 won- 
dered, I could only reply that, 
as far as the telephone was con- 
cerned, I could not; for that 
great marvel of the century, 
that inatrument of infinite 
variety, the- telephone, has 
moved far beyond the bounds of 
wonder and into that borderless 
beyond which this writer can- 
not even pretend to comprehend.

BELIEVE WHAT YOU SEE 


The day that you decide that 
your future as a curler lies as 
a skip, you may not realize 
what you are bargaining for. 

There is more to it than to 
build an end and make the, 
clutch shot. For instance, con- 
sider this excerpt from a letter 
I received recently: 

“My curlers seem to be hit- 
ting the broom pretty well, but 
the rocks wind up at entirely 
different places at the other end 
of the ice. They appear to react 
differently, and sometimes, even 
when they appear to hit the 
same broom, they do entirely 
different things from ‘what I 
expected. Are they actually hit- 
ting the broom and if so, why 
don’t the stones react the same 
way?” 

A skip, of course,.was beset 
by many problems ‘of this sort 
back in the days when players- 
had their own rocks, and there- 
fore were not matched. 

But even in these times of 
matched stones, such prob- 
lems still exist .. . and after 
studying this phenomenon 
over the years, I have come to 
the conclusion that the way a 
person's stone reacts is as much 
how he releases the stone as 
how he hits the broom. 

This may sound complicated 
but at just the last moment of 
delivery before release, the 
player will be putting his rock 
on the broom. 

Let’s take the case of the in- 
turn. Some curlers do this with 
an outward push to the left to 
bring it on the broom, whereas 
others: let it roll off their hand 
and it more or less has a right- 
ish motion. 

The stone that is pushed out 
at the broom at the last split- 
second appears to have come 
very close to hitting the broom, 
but in effect it is wide. Because 
of the push, it has a tendency 
to remain straight and not curl 
as much as the skip had figured 
on. 

When the stone rolls off his 
hand, though it is reasonably 
close to the skip’s broom, it will 
seem to curl more than if he 
had come straight out at the 
broom. , 

Especially in draw shots, the 
difference between these ex- 
tremes can amount to three or 
four feet. And yet they, seem. 
to be coming out well enough. 

Today we are not going to 
tell you how to correct this, so 
much as to make skips consci- 
ous of the fact that this does 
happen. They then should,inter- 
pret the deliveries for the pur- 
pose of giving ice.

SNAIL WATCH -- 1963 


By PETER J. HENNIKER-HEATON 
From The Christian Science Monitor 


This article is a portion of the concluding, 


condensed report of the British Snail Watching | 


Bociety 1963, given in the Christian Science 
Monitor, The group which founded the unique 
society in 1945 closed in 1946, but continued 
to issue an annual report. Now, the Grand 
Council of the Society of Snail Watching have 
decreed that, the 1963 report is to be the last. 


@ The Snail in Humor; Once again the snail 
has been a useful source of inspiration to the 
cartoonist.. Apart from the usual number of 
cartoons about snails that symbolize the slow 
action of officialdom, there have been several 
much more original approaches to the snail's 
coefficient of humor. 


. A strip of three pictures by Gus Arriola in 
The Boston Herald for January 24, 1963, showed 
@ mother snail having difficulties with a -baby 
anail. “What's the trouble with junior, Mrs, 
Snail?" asks a sympathetic passer-by. ‘He wants 
to know,” she explains, “why he can’t play 
leapfrog.” ; 

A United Features Syndicate strip shows a 
young snail going for a ride on the back of 
a tortoise. “He can go so fast, he made my 
eyes water,” the young snail later tells his 
mother. “Oh, dear,” she comments, “I wish you 
wouldn’t do such reckless things.” & 


A newspaper clipping from snail-watcher G. 
Kimmins, of Camborne, Cornwall, shows two 
anails on the Watchet, Somerset, road, coming 
up to some largewhite lettering on the road, 
This lettering says: SLOW. “I wish we could 
read,” says one snail to the other, “it might be 
something important.” 


Finally. an unidentified clipping from an 
English snail-watcher shows a snail on the road- 
way given pause by a sign that sets the speed 
limit at 50 m.p.h.—the new general limit on 
open roads in Britain. 


@ The Snail’s Speed: The foregoing cartoon 
raises yet again the much discussed question 
how fast—not, mark you, how slow—how fast 
does a snail move. 


On February 10 The Detroit Free Press 
Press carried a full-length illustrated story 
(sent in by Mrs. Norman Lyle of Birmingham, 
Michigan) of the duel between a representative 
of the Free Press and Reef Waldrep, co-ordinator 
of publications for Western Illingjs. It concerned 
the snail's speed. Mr. Waldrep claimed that 
Tilinois snails are the fastest in the world. By 
way of retort Curt Haseltine, Free Press Marine 
Writer, brought up some thoroughbred marine 
anails from their native ooze and clocked them 
over a measured foot. Satisfied, he declared 
himself ready to outrace Illinois snails. Dr. H. 


William Crall, of Western Illinois’ biology de- - 


partment, less cautious than Haseltine, let out 
that he had clocked an Illinois snail at four 
inches a minute, or .0038 miles an hour. 


However, Dr. Crall had omitted to inform 
himself of the paper on snail-racing done for the 
University of Michigan by Dr. John Oughton, 
of the Ontario Veterinarian College, in 1948, 
and the brilliant work of Dr. H. E. Toomans 
of the American Museum of Natural History. 
Dr. Oughton’s field had been snail fatigue, Dr. 
Tooman’s field snail speed. Summing up their 
work, J. B. Burch, curator of molluscs at Michi- 
gan's Museum of Zoology, stated: “Dr, Toomans 
discovered that the average speed of a snail Is 
about 24.7 feet per hour, but some go from 


 @0 to 70 feet an hour.” If the foregoing is true, 


Michigan snails move at five feet a minute, 
which is practically the speed ‘of ight minus 
epsilon. They certainly have the Illinois snails 
utterly outclassed. 


While snail-watchers are deeply indebted to 
Harvey Taylor, Free Press Staff Writer, for his 
comprehensive and dramatic account of this 
interstate snail tiff, they cannot accept the 
Michigan figures. Possibly the Michigan snails 
were fitted with concealed rockets, which are 
specifically forbidden in. the Snail Club Hunt 
and Handicap Riles. The Snail-Watching Society 
atands by its figure given last year, .000033 miles 
per hour, as the proper mean speed for a snail, 
fe, as the proverbial “snail's pace”. 

In an article on Traffic Cops in Rome in 
The St. Louls Post-Dispatch of July 7, John 
Crosby xemarks, “In Rome the aytomobile is the 
slowest means of transport. Snails cross the city 
faster than taxicabs, That way you'll have time 
to study every cornice, every column, every 
fourltain, every plinth.” What better way to 
travel through great and beautiful -cities than 
at a snail's pace? 

e@ The Nourishing Srfail: Snail - watchers 
make no protest against snails being used as 
food providing that they are humanely siaugh- 
tered, Maxwell Knight in the Sunday Times /of 
London) on August 16 recorded that .4nails 
form a substancial part of a hedgehog's diet. 
This ia to be regretted as a hedgehog has no 
equipment for their humane slaughter, 

The following item from Punch (Sept. 4, 
1963) also regrettably overlooxs the need for 
humane methods of snail-slaugtter: 

“y can’t quite see a rush of gourmets to 
join the RAF when they Jearn that airmen shot 
down in the Libyan desert will be able to sur- 


vive on Snails. Roughly 1,000 snails.will be able 
to replace all the body liquid lost by a man on 
a hot day, with no side effects other than a4 
feeling of nausea. This they hope to put right 
by including anti-fish flavoring in survival] 
DOCKS 3 st5. 

The snail cannot perhaps object too much 
to being made a delicacy for others, when one 
recalls how many teeth it has itself for consum- 
ing whatever food comes its way. The New 
York Times Magazine for May 19 reviewed a 
book by the eminent German. scientist, Dr. 
Heinze Woltereck, entitled What Science Knows 
About Life (Associated Press), The boak con- 
tains a striking close-up of the battery of many 
thousand teeth carried by every snail on its 
tongue. 

The Spring Bulletin of the Massachusetts 
Audubon Society, in an- article on the snail by 
Richard Headstrom, gave a graphic account of 
the precise method a snail uses to consume a 
piece of apple, a most valuable contribution to 
the micrography of snails. 

@ The Cover Snail: Many young ladies 
would give much to become cover girls, to have 
their charm and beauty recognized by publica- 
tion on the cover of some famous magazine. 
In March 1963 no less than 36 snails achieved 
this distinction; they appeared in full color and 
in six neatly marshaled ranks on the cover of 


‘Country Beautiful. 


The legend accompanying this handsome 
tarditude of snails read: “Snails are best known 
for their slowness; woe betide the human being 
whose pace is likened to the snail's. But as 
with so many creatures, there is something to 
be said about them besides repeating their most 
infamous characteristics. For example, certain 
kinds of snails are deliciously edible . . . And, 
in addition; many snails have beautiful shells 
such as those on Country Beautiful’s cover-- 
which calls to mind Robert Browning's words: 


If you get simple beauty and nought else 
You get*hbout the best thing God invents. 


‘If the writer of this legend had been a snail- 


watcher, ‘he would know he had scarcely 
scratched the surface of the long list of the 
snail’s redeeming virtues. 


@ The Snail as Guide: The value of. snails. 


as providers of liquid to airmen forced down in 
barren places has already been discussed. If 
such airmen are lost as well as thirsty, they 
would do well to think twice before consuming 
all the snails available--the snail can be used 
a8 a compass. 


This was revealed by Anthony Smith, 
speaking in “Science and Industry” on __ the 
General Overseas Service of the British Broad- 
casting Service, as reported in The-Listener for 
February 21, 1963, and sent in to the snail 
archives by snail-watcher Mrs. Norma Faber of 
Brookline, Mass, Mr. Smith said: “, . . certain 
animals can react to a magnetic field. If was 
first proved with snails. Specimens of a mud 
snail called Ilyanassa obseleta were allowed to 
move out of a container on to a flat and evenly 
lit piece of paper. The way each one turned was 
carefully noted. Then the experiment was done 
all over again with a strong magnet in the 
vicinity. The add result was that in the morning 
the snails moved more to the left in the pres- 
ence of a strong magnetic field, and in the 
evening they turned more to the right. Even 
with those snails, who had only the Earth's 
own magnetic field acting on them, there were 
tendencies, although they were not so marked 
as when the magnetic field was stronger.” Obvi- 
ously the snail is in ‘emergency a natural 
compass. 

Mr. Smith went on to say: “It was felt 
that whatever snaila can-do, other animals 
might be able to do even better.” With that 
snail-watchers will not so readily agree. They 
find it more natural to assume that a snail is 
likely to do things better than other animals. 
, @ The Snail on the Silver Screen: In a prize- 
winning French movie short, entitled Les Astro- 
nautes, a space-snail, highly colored and travel- 
ling near the speed of light, figured briefly but 
impressively. This again shows the wisdom of 
my recommendation to the Royal Astronomical 
Society Club at their annual dinner in London 
back in 1951 that they should found a chair 
of aatroconchology to study the impact of snails 
on stars. 

@ The Snail in Advertising, In The Times 
(London) for May 10, 1963, and no doubt in 
other leading British newspapers Shell ran a 
large-scale advertisement showing a snail with 
its shell labeled SHELL. Underneath was Shell's 
Ode to a Gastroped, reading aa follows: 


“Learn from the snail 
And all will go well with you; 
Make your own trail, 
But carry your Shell with you.” 


Not great poetry perhaps, but the sentiment is 
sound and leads up well to the ad's final advice: 
“Go well—go Shell,”

lantic Monthly, also.for May, exhibited an en- 
tirely different tone, Alongside a picture of the 
anail this advertiser save: “Harmiess?’ He's

Jews, above all those of the 
Polish intelligentsia, Russian and Polish prisoners-of-war and gipsies were the victims of the 
cruelties in the largest National-Socialist camp of annihilation existing at the time of Hitler, 
For four years, the authorities of the German Federal Republic conducted investigations until 
they had. secured the tracks and collected all the material enabling them to bring the action 
against the 22 concentration camp guards, the charge-shget comprising 700 pages based on 
statements of 1300 witnesses.

@ Worldwide Anti-Snail Move: This ad 
proved to be but the opening salvo of a world- 
wide publicity attack by anti-snail-watchera, 
who are obviously jealous of the snail’é growing 
popularity and who are opposed to the fine moral 
example it sets of steadfastness, independence, 
and poise in all circumstances. 


On September 20 a Special Correspondent 
of this newspaper reported on the United States 
Army in Italy. He said that a section of the 
engineering division of the South European Task 
Force’s Eighth Logistical Command at Leghorn 
had been given orders to open its D-Dey against 
atiails. The snails suffered heavy casualties in 
the first surprise attack and in the subsequent 
war of attrition; this the army waged by des- 
troying vegetation and laying 40-foot asphalt 
snail-breaks around their supply areas. But the 
snails have carried on dauntiessly, at least 10 
percent successfully slipping through the most 
rugged anti-snail defenses, Our report on the 
martial qualities of the snail, in last year's 
Snall-Watch gives hope that the snail will con- 
tinue successfully to defy the massed might of 
the United States Eighth Logistical Command. 


On the very same day Time magazine 
carried a full-length attack on the snail of 
which the less said the better. There is no 
point in reporting such mispresentation, Then a 
two-page news release on October 31 from Wash- 
ington D.C., bore the heading: “Hemisphere's 
First International Snail Investigation Centre 
Established in Brazil"; apd the release that 
followed left no doubt that this was to be tio 
benign snail-watching but a hostile inquisition. 

So there you have it. From Boston and New 
York to Leghorn, from Washington to Belo Hort- 


zonte in Brazil, the anti-snail- watchers have 
taken the offensive. The snail will adopt its 
ancient and accustomed strategy in face of this 
attack; it will retire into its shell and in quiet 
and confidence, wait for the storm to pass, for 
the true facts of the snail's innocence to emerge. 


Snail-watchers, co-operating with the snail, 
will provide its enemies with no information 
whatever, and for the present will publish no 
more Annual Reports of their doings. In the 
meanwhile the snall-watcher’s motto, as that of 
the snail itself, remains: Semper domi (Always 
at Home).

To reduce the risk of prema- 
ture death or disability from 
heart and circulatory disease, 
the logical place to start is with 
a visit to your physician. If he 
finds anything wrong, he can 
take immediate steps to bring 
the condition under control and 
reduce the possibility of serious 
damage later on, 


Only your doctor can advise — 


you whether your blood pres- 
sure is too high, and if so, what 
to do about it. Only he can tell 
you what fats to exclude from 
your diet. He alone should ad- 
vise what steps you should take 
if you are overweight, 

It cannot be emphasized too 
strongly that these three factors 
-~treatment of high blood pres- 
sure, the control-f dietary fats 
and the reduction of weight by 
dieting—-are the responsibilities 
of the physician. In coping with 
problems which they pose, he 
must lay down all of the rules, 
The patient simply isn’t quali- 
fied to act on his own initia- 
tive; if he does ,he incurs seri- 
ous risks. 

Hypertension, or high blood 
pressure, produces a constriction 
of milcroscopic blood vessels 
called arterioles, This sountiie-

Atherosclerosis is a de- 
generative disease in which the 
arteries are narrowed and 
roughened by the build-up in the 
inner lining of fatty substafices, 
including cholesterol, Many 
studies have suggested that per- 
sons with excessive cholesterol 
in their bloodstreams pave a 
greater likelihood of suffering 
heart attack or stroke, 

Your Heart Foundation has 
recommended reduced fat con- 
sumption combined with the 
reasonable substitution of vege- 
table oils and other “unsatur- 
ated" fats in lieu of animal fats 
in the diet—as a possibla means 
of preventing atherosclerosis 
and lessening the risk of heart 
attacks and strokes, The Foun- 
dation points out that fat reduc- 
tion is probably of greatest po- 
tential benefit ‘to three groups,

A.—There is insufficient informa- 
tion provided to give 4 defjnite an- 
swed. The fact that the employment 
was not as you anticipated it would 
be when you accepted it, is not alone 
i just cause for leaving. Other factors 
would have to be taken into consider~ 
ation such as: 

(a) were the conditions under 
which you had agreed to work ob- 
served by the employer and was the 
rate of wages you received the pre- 
vailing rate for the district? 

(b) what were your opportunities 
of obtaining other work at an early , 
date under more favourable condi- 
tions or in your usual occupation ? 

If the adjudicating nuthorities con-- 
sidered @hat you did not establish 
just cause for voluntary leaving, 4 
disqualification for a period of up to 
six weeks may be imposed. 

Q.--If I am called up for jury duty 
while unemployed and drawing bene- 
fit, am I still entitled to draw my 
benefit while doing jury duty? 

-A.—You have not stated how long 
you might be required for jury duty. 
Your continued entitlement to benefit 
would depend on your availability for 
work. The availability of a claimant

In these centres 
regular school classes are car- 
ried on for children involved in 
either an in-patient or out- 
patient phase of. treatment at 
the centres, Further, many 
schools in Baskatchewan have 
made the necessary modifica- 
tions required to admit physi- 
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emer were 


cally handicapped children to 
their schools, 

In the field of education for 
the mentally retarded ‘there 
are now four special public 
schools devoted entirely to 
education of the retarded and 
numerous classrooms through- 
out the province’s school sys- 
tem provide this type of edu- 
cation, j 

In Saskatchewan, The Division 
of Guidance and Special Educa- 
tion (Sask, Dept. of Education), 
is charged with the responsi- 
bility for programs of special 
education in the province, This 
division, co-operation with 
other government departments 


and voluntary agencies, has been 


consistent in its efforts to bet, 
ter educational facilities for the 
disabled child, At the same time 
the adult disabled have not been 
overlooked in the program. 
Under the Federal-Provincial 
Rehabilitation Program, funds 
and facilities are made available 
for training for the disabled 
person; whether it be voca- 
tional training or instruction in 
one of the professional fields. 
While it would seem from the 
foregoing that educational facili- 
ties and programa are available 
for the disabled, it behooves 
every citizen and interested or- 
ganization to be aware of the 


needs of this special group; to, 


be constantly on the alert for 
means of improvement, and to 
use ingenuity and imagination 
in bringing these about.
